Aii*planes and automobiles have ren­ 
dered practical the checking of the speed 
of birds in flight. 
The United States Bio­ 
logical Survey has compiled the statistics 
on bird s])eeds and the Am erican Game 
Association (piotes them. 
The survey concludes that ducks and 
geese do not oi’dinarily 
fly 
more tlian 
fort> miles an hour, “ although they are 
capable of increasing their speed greatly 
for a short time when frightened.” 
The 
survey jdaces the 
speed 
of mallards, 
spoonhills and black ducks at fifty miles 
an liour; pintail and woodduck at sixty, 
Avidgeon and 
gad wall 
at 
seventy, red 
head at 
ninety, 
hlue-wingeil 
and 
red 
winged teal and canvashacks at a hun­ 
dred. 
I'lio Canada goose can fly aiiout 
I'ighty miles an hour. 
Idle fastest bird timed

a duck 
hawk in California which is re])orted to 
have “ darted at the rate of Dk"> to 180 
miles an h.our while chasing its prey.”
